Infirmities-Part 2....:... 


2 Cor, 12:7-10 

In this passage of scripture, Paul relates to us his blissful fellowship 
with God. He states he was caught up into paradise or the third heav 
on. In this experience, he received revelations that he was neither able 
nor permitted to, repeat, whathe had heard or seen. To keep him from 
heing exalted above measure through the abundance of the revela 
tions, a thorn in the flesh (an intense, wearying difficulty. or affliction) 
from the messenger of Satan was given to buffet or beat him. This was 
i demonically instigated assault that God's providence clearly 
allowed, indicating God was the unseen agent overseeing the entre 
process that Paul might remain humble ; 

Amazingly, this thorn was never identified, but it caused Paul great 

onsternauon and ultimately served a good purpose, Whatever the 
Guse, it was a chrome and debilitating problem, which at times kept 
him from working. The thorn was a hindrance to his ministry and he 
prayed fof its removal, Three times he called upon the Lord and 
hesought Him about this and begwed that at might depart from him 
But Crod refused to remove it 

We must also note that. though God does not respond to Paul's 
tepeated pleading that it might depart from, him by removing it; there 

no indication Godis upset with Paul for so pleading. In fact, Jesus’ 
answer in y.9 indicates God's concern to respond, howbeit differently 
thin’ Paul had prayed: When Jesus responds differently than what 
we ve asked of Him, itonly means "He takes Ownership of our prob 
lewis.” ‘He looks at the solution While many times. we seek relief. He 
knows how to make everything work for our good. 

Now look at Jesus’ response. And he sa¥i unto me, My grace (My 
favor and loving kindness and mercy) is enough for you (sufficient 
against any danger and enables you to bear trouble manfully); for My 
strength and power are made perfect (fulfilled and completed) and 
show themselves most effective in (your) weakness. In other words, 
admitting your infirmities (weaknessés, wearying difficulties, afflic- 
lions) affirms God's strength. It affirmed in Paul that whenever Satan 
buffets or beats him either directly as destructive adversary or indi- 
rectly as God's controlled agent to bring about character development, 
he can glory in his infirmities because Jesus’ grace and strength will 
he sufficient to enable him to continue in his apostolic ministry. When 
you feel you can’t take anymore, affirm or declare God's strength in 
your life. God’s strength in your life brings glory to our infirmities. 

Paul's attitude changed after he received his answer from Jesus. He 
says, therefore, I will all the more gladly in my weaknesses and infir- 
mities, that the strength and power of Christ may rest, yes, may pitch 
a tent over and dwell upon me! So for the sake of Christ, | am well 
pleased’ and take pleasure in infirmities, insults, hardships. persecu- 
lions, perplexities and: distresses; for When I am weak, in human 
strength, then am I truly strong, able, and powerful in divine strength. 
He knows recognizes that his strength is not sufficient to. accomplish 
God's purpose in his life. He must now affirm God's strength for his 
every Weakness, 

There are times: in ministry when we endeavor to do nothing but the 
perfect will of God, but we meet such great oppositions. We pray and 
ask God to. remove’ the hindrance, to no. avail.’We become discour- 
aged, faint-hearted,.and on the verge of giving up. We even ask our- 
selves, “Why is it such.a Struggle to do what God has placed in my 
heart?” ; 

First, we must recognize the anointing God has given us ‘to accom- 
plishHis purpose. With the anointing God has gives power and 
strength. When We try to operate’ in human strength, we become weak 
and frail. We can’t doit without His strength. 

Secondly, as with Paul, many. of the revelations God has given us 
are So, powerful that if He did not use “a means of control” over out 
lives, we would boast and bring. glory ‘to ourselves, God will share His 
glory with no one. So He permits the enemy to buffet us to keep us 
humble, ; 

Lastly, have you ever nouced that whenever there is trouble in your 
life you always look to God for help. God wants us to. be totally 
dependent upon Him and totally independent upon ourselyes. 

It’s high time for the people of God to admit their weakness, under- 
stand why they are there and affirm God's stréngth-in our lives. Let's 
take Paul's “attitude, after he had an understanding: therefore I take 
pleasure in infirmities, insults, hardships, persecutions, perplexities 
and distressés; for when | am weak in human strength, then I am uly 
strong, able, and powerful in ‘divine strength. Know that God is over- 
seeing the entire process that you may remain humble.

Just how long did Jesus remain in the graye?

Christ predicted that He would be raised from the dead “the third 
day” (Matthew 16:21). However, He also:declared that He would 
rise “after three days” (Mark 8:31). To complicate the seeming 
difficulty, Jesus-further stated fhat he. would be in the grave “three 
days and three nights” (Matthew 12:40), These references, which 
some sée-as disharmonious, puzzle sincere Bible students. What 
is the explanation” 


The solution lies in understanding how the Jews measured time 
According to. a common Hebrew idiom, any part of the day could 
be counted as the whole day and ‘night (ef John Lightfoot. 
Commentary on the New Testament from the Talmud & Hebraica 
Il, pp. 210.211). There are many examples of such usage in the 
Senptures 

(1): The rain, of the flo6d was upon the earth “forty days and 
forty nights,” or forty days’ (Genesis 7: 12. 17). 

(2) In 1-Samuel 30; 12, 13, “three days and three nights” and 
“three days” are equivalent expressions 

(3) When Israel asked’ Rehoboam to lighten its burdens, he said: 
“Depart ye for three days. then come again tomes” They returned 
on “the third day”(ef. 1’ Kings 12:5, 12). 

(4) When Esther was about to risk entrance into the king's pres- 
ence, she requested her fellow Jews to neither “eat nor drink three 
days, night or day.” but.on “the third day” she went in unto the 
king (Esther 4: 16:.5:4). DES ae ak { 
(5). Finally, note this. The Pharisees said to Pilate, “This deceinr 
er said while he was yet alive, affer three days 1 will rise again. 
Command, therefore, that the sepulcher be made sure until the third 
day” (Matthew 27; 63; 64) 


One must understand. therefore, how the Israelites computed 
time: Our Lord did not contradict Himself! /s. ir not significant 
that no Jew ever accused Him of such in: connection with His res- 
urrection prophecies? ah *
